only by the Free-Trade current created by agitation and by the 


measures of his predecessors in office, we are bound to consider in 
what condition he found the great questions with which he had 
to deal. From 1842 to 1846 Sir Robert Peel had done much— 
more than any other statesman that ever lived—to place our com- 
mercial and financial systems upon an improved and a sound 
basis. He had lopped from our tariff many hundreds of hideous 
excrescences, and had reduced what he found one vast chaos, to 
something like an intelligible, simple principle ; he had laid down 
as a fundamental law that, in common, there should be no actual 
prohibitions, and that no raw materials should be taxed ; he re- 
cognised the folly, and to acertain degree repaired the error, of 
excessive duties on articles of consumption of any kind ; he re- 
duced within narrow limits many of the most flagrant protective 
and differential duties ; and, as the crowning act of his brilliant 
Administration, he finally, and, notwithstanding present threats, 
we believe for ever, settled the great question of the Corn Laws, 
which had for so many years embittered this country. 

But there were great questions still to be disposed of: - corn, 
sugar, timber, and navigation. ‘These were the old bulwarks of 
the Protectionist system:—the chief offenders against Free 
Trade. Of these corn alone had been disposed of. A slight 
modification of the sugar duties had been made, but only as 


' applicable to that produced by free-labour, and which left the 


whole difficulties of the question untouched. With regard to 
timber, great reductions of the duties had been made upon 
foreign, but the whole of the duty had been repealed upon 
colonial, so that the protection was still as one to twenty-five. 
And with regard to the most difficult question of the Navigation 
Laws, no steps had been taken to put them upon a sound basis 
since the days of Mr Huskisson. ‘True to the mission which Lord 
John Russell accepted in 1846, he has now the satisfaction of 
knowing that, practically, these most difficult questions are all 
finally settled ; and that now when he quits office, though so 
short a time has elapsed, the public accounts furnish the most 
unquestionable evidence of the success of his measures. Let us 
shortly refer to the facts connected with eath of these articles :— 

1. SuGar.—The sugar duties presented one of the most diffi- 
cult and complicated questions which probably ever engaged the 
attention of a Minister. From time immemorial the monopoly 
of the home market had been practically complete and entire to 
the British planter:—the duty on foreign sugar had been pro- 
hibitory. For thirty years or more the consumption, notwithstand- 
ing the increase of population, had been nearly stationary, or quite 


; S80. But independent of the question of protection to the 


British planter, so long accustomed to rely upon it, these duties 
involved a consideration of revenue amounting to jive millions a 
year. And the complication went further :—the social condition 
and interests of a recently emancipated negro population in our 
colonies, and the effect which any change was likely to produce 
upon the slave trade, were both important questions which could 
not be overlooked. It was a subject, therefore, involving not 
alone theinterests of our protected planters—not alone a commer- 
cial policy, but large considerations of finance, and of moral and 
social obligations, 

Now let us see the condition in which Lord John Russell 
found this question in 1846, and that in which he has left it in 
1852. The following are the duties which were chargeable at 
the former period, and those which are chargeable at this time :—

The an- 
nual returns from the Custom House enable us to judge of the 
effects of these great reductions of duties in at least two points ; 
viz. that upon consumption and that upon revenue. So far as 
regards consumption, the following table will show how rapid the

In six years, therefore, there has been an increase of consump- 
tion of no less than 85,000 tons; and, notwithstanding the large 
reductions of duties which have taken place, the revenue from | 
sugar has increased from 3,682,000/ in 1849, to 4,000,535/ in 
1851. It would be beyond the compass of our present article to 
enter into a consideration of the effects which the policy pursued | 
has produced upon our colonial interests. But this at least will | 
not be denied, that, taking them as a whole, our sugar colonies | 
never at any former period produced so much sugar as they will 
do in the present year; that at no former time have improve- 
ments been prosecuted with so much vigour; nor was the labour- 
ing population ever in a more satisfactory and hopeful state, as 
regards both their moral and their physical condition. The entire 
quantity of sugar imported from our colonial possessions was in f 
1845, 244,000 tons; in 1846, 221,000 tons; and in 185i, no Jess 
than 281,000 tons. So far, then, the settlement of this compli- | 
cated and difficult question, under the Acts of 1846 and of 1848, | 
has been attended with a success that the most sanguine could | 
hardly have hoped for. The advantages which have been derived | 
from the reduction of the sugar duties by the community at large, | 
can be considered inferior only to those which have attended the 
final settlement of the Corn Law discussion in 1846. 1} 

2. Timper.—Prior to 1842 the duty upon foreign timber was 1 
55s a load, and on colonial timber 10s aload. These rates were | 
reduced by Sir Robert Peel, at different times, to 25s a load on |! 
the former and 1s onthe latter. These were the rates of dutiesin | 
1846, when Lord John Russell became Minister. But by an act 
passed in the early part of that year, a prospective reduction was || 
provided for in each of the succeeding two years, until in 1848 || 
the duties were 15s a load on foreign timber, and 1s on colonial 
timber.

In comparing the consumption of timber in these two years, 
two important considerations must be borne in mind :—first, 
that in 1845 the consumption was greatly increased in conse- i 
quence of the extensive railway works then in progress; and || 
secondly, that the very low price of iron of late has led to its | 
being substituted for timber toa very great extent. It may be | 
considered certain that but for the great reductions of the duties a || 
very considerable decrease in the quantity of timber consumed | 
would have taken place during the last six years, in place of the | 
increase shown by the above figures.

3. NAVIGATION.—But by far the most important act of Lord || 
John Russell's administration of a commercial character, was the || 
the repeal of the Navigation Laws. It was also probably the i 
most difficult of all our great changes to accomplish. Inde- || 
pendent of powerful class interests, there were strong national || 
prejudices, deeply rooted in the popular mind, in favour of a || 
system which was supposed to be closely connected with our || 
naval power and the detences of the country. In this case, too, | 
unlike many others, when the Government had the support of a 
powerful interest in favour of proposed important changes, the 
mischiefs of the Navigation Laws, as they existed, were of too 
indirect a character to be seriously felt by any class of traders. 
The change, therefore, was carried, unsupported by any popular 
enthusiasm in the country, and in spite of the supposed interests 
of one class and the prejudices of another, only by the con- 
victions of the Free-Trade party in the House of Commons and 
by the firmness of the Government when the measure was before 
the House ot Lords. | 

The extraordinary effects produced by this measure upon the | 
trade of the country, are perhaps the best evidence which we | 
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could offer of the prejudicial nature of the restrictions which were 
then removed. The entire shipping of all kinds which entered 
inwards and outwards in the ports of the United Kingdom in 
1848, the year prior to the repeal of the law, amounted to 
10,630,000 tons; in 1851, only three years afterwards, that 
quantity had increased to no less than 13,471,000 tons. Nor 
does it appear that British tonnage, t taken alone, has suffered 
by the large increase of tounage of all other nations ; for during the 
three years which have elapsed since 1851, the returnsshow that 
British tonnage, taken alone, has increased even more than it 
ae in the three years immediately preceding the repeal of the 
Navigation Laws. Taking the three periods, 1845, 1848, and

Taus we find, that while British tonnage had increased during 
the three years prior to 1848 by 813,000 tons, in the three years 
immediately succeeding, under the influence of fair competition 
with the whole world, British tonnage has increased by 963,000 
tons; and while the tonnage of all kinds employed in our trade 
(exclusive of that entering in or out in ballast) increased during 
the three years preceding 1848 by 1,131,000 tons, it increase “d 
during the three years succeeding 1848 by no less a quantity than 
2,841,000 tons. While, therefore, so enormous an increase in the 
shipping of the country has taken place since the Navigation 
Laws were repealed, there is ro pretence for saying that the 
Jarge increase of foreign shipping has been at the expense of Bri- 
tish shipping, for it is plain that it also, during the same years, 
has increased more than at any former period. 

Thus much for the success of these three most important mea- 
sures, two of which, in particular, will iong distinguish the Ad- 
ministration of Lord John Russ:ll. The effect which these mea- 
sures and those of the Government of Sir Robert Peel have pro-

THE RIGHT OF ASYLUM. 


RECENT circumstances have given an unusual importance to that 
right which has long been the boast, and at times almost the dis- 
tinctive characteristic of England, of affording 
violgble refuge to the persecuted of every class and country. 
Migland has always been the sanctuary—sometimes nearly the 
sole sanctuary—of the world. Against crime only—such crime 
as is punishable by the laws, and condemned by the moral sense, 
of all civilised nations—has she closed her doors. To misfortune, 
to failure, to heresy, to imprudence, to political iniquity even, she 
has always afforded, if not a welcome, yet at least an asylum. 
Huguenots flying from the fiery inflictions of bigotry ; patriuts 
escaping from the wreck of baffled and perhaps indefensible re- 
bellion; monarchs flying from the vengeance, just or unjust, of 
their subjects, the victims of brutal tyranny, the victims of re- 
actionary license ;—all alike have found in England a shel Iter and

But now, when the system on which we have steadily acted has 
been notoriously the reverse ; when the Prime Minister of Austria 
whose policy we detested, and who now dares to bully and com-

|i In the first place, we think thatsentiments of decorum and genc- 
ty rosity shonid teach those whom we have received and sheltered 
f in their misfortane, to do nothing which can subject their protec- 
tors to embarrassment or annoyance. To act otherwise is to 
'} return evil for good. There seems to us little courage and less 
| sratitule in the inconsiderate and selfich zeal of those patriots 
lw ho, having reached a place of safety, should boldly turn round 
| on their pursuers, and, from behind the broad cloak to the protec- 
| tion of which they had fled, should discharge or prepare to dis- 
charge weapons which, while in the open field, they had been 
unable to wield, or which had broken in their hands. To embroil 
those who had saved them with those from whom thev had been 
saved ; to make the act of protection an act of needless difficulty 
and danger; to make the sanctuary a basis for warlike operations, 
—seem to us proceedings from which honourable and noble- 
{ minded men would instinctively recoil. Twice, indeed, within 
} twenty years have these things been done, and both times by the 
‘same man. It was reserved for Louis Napoleon to repay the hos- 
pitality of Switzerland by the enterprise of Strasbourg, and that 

| of England by the enterprise of Boulogne. 
In the ne xt plac es it must be remembered that we, as a rule of 
| national policy, acknowlege all Governments de fucto, however 
they originate, and whatever be the principle on which they are 
; based. Weare on terms of amity, and in alliance, with the 
} rulers of every country with which we are not actually at war. 
| We may harbour their enemies when defeated, but we may not 
assist them, nor allow them to make use of us to injure or assail 
our allies. When we see men fighting in the street, the feelings 
of humanity induce us to open our door to the one who is 
disarmed and overthrown, without any inquiry into the origin of 
the quarrel or the justice of the canse ; but we do not allow him 
to fire from our windows on his baffled and exposed antagonist -— 
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it is enough if we allow him to recover his breath and to recruit 
his strength. If we do more than this, we cease to be merely | 





the friends of mercy and humanity, and make ourselves & par- 
ticeps criminis. We descend from a proud eminence, and take 
up an indefensible position. If, indeed, we subjected all 
claimants for hospitality who might fly to our shores to a strict | 
examination, and admitted none whose conduct was not pure and 
whose cause was not just, it might be urged that we should be | 
doing no wrong by permitting them to continue their warfare | 
from the vantage-ground of our entrenchments and our walls ; | 
but it is notorious that we do not do this ;—and if we did, we | 
should become partisans and not protectors ; we should have 
been guilty of a breach of faith to our ostensible allies, and have 
made ourselves sharers in the war. s 

It may be pleaded that it is hard that patriots should be thus 
debarred from striving in the cause of their bleeding country,— 
that they should be compelled to witness her sufferings, her op- 
pressions, and her wrongs, while forbidden to lift a hand or strike 
a blow in her behalf. It is hard: but it is the price at which they 
have purchased their safety ;—it is the condition of the asylum to 
which they have fled. If they violate the condition, they forfeit 
the protection of the sanctuary. They must remember that they 
would have had no greater freedom of action elsewhere. If they 
had fled to other countries they might have been given up. If 
they had remained, and been slain or thrown into prison, their 
power of patriotic action would have been equally destroyed. They 
must bide their time in patience and in peace :—doubtless it will 
come if their cause is just. But England can no more permit her 
shores to be made the arena for the plots of patriots against tri- 
umphant and established monarchs, than for those of exiled des- 
pots against free and popular governments. If she allowedeither, 
she would soon become an unendurable annoyance, and an ano- 
maly among nations. a ; 

Our laws on this head are clear and just.-“As we act with re- 
gard to our own subjects, so shall we act towards the foreign re- 
fugees who have sought shelter on our shores. To neither do we 
allow any overt deeds or preparations against allied governments, 
any more than we should against our own. We enter into no 
inquiry as to the purity and justice of the patriotic cause, or the 
villany of the ruler against whom the preparations are directed. 
We prohibit and prevent them with equal peremptoriness whether 
djvected against constitutional governments or despotic ones. 
’e are not Judges of the Right, we are simply Keepers of the 
Peace on our own soil. And all who value the inviolability of our 
Island Sanctuary, and the impartiality with which its shelter is 
afforded to the unfortunate of every sort,—all who as Englishmen 
regard the dignity of their country, or as foreigners regard the 
sacred principle to which in the vicissitudes of fortune they may 
one day owe their safety,—should join in deprecating in the 
strongest manner the ungenerous ingratitude of those who abuse 
our hospitality, and who repay the benefit by compromising the

THE DECLARATIONS OF MINISTEBS. 


Some of the Ministers have spoken out at their elections, and 
they go with their Chief in declaring themselves fast wedded to 
the policy of imposing duties on corn. Thus, Sir John Pakington, 
the Secretary for the Colonies, at his re-election for Droitwich, 
on Thursday, said:—‘tWhen the Earl of Derby made his 
‘explanation last year after the failure of the attempt to form a 
‘“* Conservative Administration, he told you that his opinion re- | 
“mained unchanged—that the best compromise of this great 
** question (the Corn Laws) was the adoption of a moderate fixed 1 
“duty, partly jor the purpose of protection, and partly for the | 
‘* purpose of revenue. ‘The Earl of Derby has lately told you that 
‘his opinions upon that subject have undergone no change ; and || 
‘* allow me to state, with equal frankness, that my opinion on this |

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subject has undergone no change. I believe that such an ar- | 
rangement would be the happiest that could now be come to.” } 
In like manner Lord John Manners, who presides over the |

Woods and Forests, and is a Cabinet Minister, said at Colchester | 
on the same day :— } 

I say frankly that I have heard no argument, and I have seen no reason why 
I should change the opinion on that subject which I expressed on these hustipgs | 
two years ago. The unjust and absurd anomaly of our present fiscal code re- 
mains in my eyes exactly where it didthen. I cannot for the life of me under- 
stand, and I would feel obliged if some working man :n the crowd would inform 
me, why the labourers and the artisans of this country should pay double for | | 
the beer which they drink ; why their wives should be charged something more || 
than 200 per cent. on every cup of tea which they take; and why every pound 
of soap which they consume in their humble dwellings should be charged how 
much per cent. I know not, in order that the millers of the United States and of 
France, and the cattle breeders of Holstein, should have the privilege of sending 
their produce into this country without any duty at all. Now, if any working 
man will show how that system benefits them, I will make him a present of the 
argument; but until I receive that satisfaction I must in the meantime retain 
my opinion that a great reform aud revision of the tariff is called for at the 
hands of any Government. 


Mr George Bankes, too, Her Majesty’s Judge-Advocate-Gene- 
ral, who is notorious for his extreme Protectionist opinions, and 
for the honourable zeal and perseverance he has ever exhibited in 
getting them or keeping them embodied in our laws, says, in his 
address to his constituents, “I sacrifice, in accepting office, n0 
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“ principle which I have ever held.” There can, therefore, be no 
question whatever as to what the Ministers will do if they have 
the power. Another of their party, however, Lord Henry Lennox, 
at Chichester, on Thursday, “ denied that Lord Derby was pledged 
‘+ to anything. And, more than that, Lord Derby had pledged him- 
“+ self’ to obey the will of the people, as announced by the next 
‘ general election.” In one breath the Noble Lord denies and 
affirms that Lord Derby is pledged ; but we will take his last as- 
sertion to be correct, aud say that Lord Derby is pledged to obey 
the will of the people, as announced at the next general election. 
Then it results that all these Ministers go into office declaring 
their abiding attachment to a bread tax, merely to ask the con- 
stituencies what they think of their principle. They will not act 
on their own well-weighed, long-cherished opinions; they will 
jump as the constituencies bid them. They are to be mere auto- 
mata. What a picture of a Government! Unfortunately for 
them, the constituencies are only a small portion of the people, in 
' many instances, as at Chichester, notoriously under the influence 
| or dominion of a few great landlords. Now, it is said that these 
great landlords and all their kith and kin, in office and out of 
office, and all that they can influence—all the Carlton Club, are to 
spare no means they can command —blandishments, power, money 
—to procure an answer from the constituencies favourable to reim- 
Already, however, the opinion of the bulk 
of the people is decidedly made up against the reimposition of 
that tax; and the automata will run some risk, by using their 
power to procure a verdict in their favour, of bringing the court 
to which they appeal into disfavour, of forcing the constituencies 
into collision with the non-constituencies, and of adding very 
grievously to the strife they now profess a desire to heal. If these 
attempts to coax, delude, or bribe the present constituencies into 
' giving a suicidal verdict against themse!ves, should be followed by 
'asweeping Parliamentary reform, the automata and their sup- 
porters will lose something of infinitely more importance than the 
offices they are allowed temporarily to fill. 

From Lord Derby being their nominal head and the most pre- 
sentable man of the lot-—the great moulder of the opinions of the 
party and their only mouth-piece in the Ilouse of Commens not 
yet having his high station and commanding merits acknowledged 
by those he leads and drills—all the subordinate Miuisters refer 
only to Lord Derby. What Lord Derby says and what Lord 
Derby thinks is their guide. He is the great model on which all 
the members of the Administration are to form themselves ; and

less than 750 of the articles previously subjected to duties. The 
principles he acted on he thus explained :— 

‘* First, we desire to remove all prohibition and the relaxation 
** of duties of a prohibitory character; next, we wish to reduce the 
** duties on raw materials for manufactures to a considerable ex- 
‘*tent.” ‘*Then we propose that the duties on articles partly 
‘** manufactured shall be materially reduced;” ‘‘ while, as to duties 
‘‘on articles wholly manufactured, we propose that they shall 
** never exceed 20 per cent.” 

With one memorable exception, that of imposing a duty on 
coals exported, which was soon given up, the whole plan of the 
tight Hon. Bart. went on the principle of effectirv g great commer- 
cial reforms, by removing prohibitions aud repucine Customs 
duties. He found no less than 1,200 articles subject to various 
rates of duty, and his great aim was to reduce the rates in some 
proportion to the average price of the article. Now Lord Derby 
is reported to have said last Friday, that he cordially supported 
the financial measures of 1842, and entirely approved of the revi- 


But so little was he acquainted with the principles of those mea- 
sures, or so completely has he forgotten them, that he is also 


reported to have said he understood them to be “to mpose 
‘duties on the principal articles of import, for the purpose of 


‘raising a revenue, but not for the purpose of raising revenue

Mr Kershaw, at the meeting, said his former investment in the 
League had given him the greatest satisfaction ; he had found 
abundant compensation in his own business and in the improve- 
ment of the condition of the people, and he and others again sub- 
scribed their 1,000/ each, to which their subscriptions were 
limited, as another advantageous investment.

““do not believe I can use money better for the benefit of my 
‘‘fellow-subjects than employing it in this way.” The mere ac- 
cession to office of the Protectionists has, therefore, revived the 
League in all its efficiency, and has already caused more agita- 
tion and disturbance in the community than it has experienced 
since revolutions abroad excited commotion at home. 

An attempt has been made rather in the Press than in Parlia- 
ment, or in the speeches or addresses of Protectionist orators, to 


beguile the public into a belief that in office Lord Derby and his | 


friends will give up Protection ; that they will sustain the Free- 
Trade policy of their predecessors, if the public desire it; and 
that it is unjust, factious, and impolitic to force them to an imme- 
diate decision, and compel them either to resign, or to conquer in 
the cause of Protection. A trial for them is asked, under the 
pretext—rather insinuated, however, than openly stated—that 
if not forced to remember their former assertions, they will 
quietly shelve Protection, and cheat the deluded followers who 
have rallied round them and given them the means of taking 
oflice. We think not so meanly of the integrity, whatever we 
may think of the capacity, of Protectionist statesmen. 

Mr Christopher, the Chancellor of the Duchy of Lancaster, in 
his address, says :—*' I have accepted office under the Administra- 
“tion of Lord Derby from the conviction of a sincere desire to 
* reverse that financial and commercial policy that has proved 
** so injurious to native industry and capital.” Lord John Man- 
ners tells his constituents at Colchester :—* Lord Derby has ac- 
* cepted the duty of forming an Administration on those principles, 

the advocacy of which sent me two years ago to Parliament as 
** your representative.” Those were Protectionist principles. Mr 
Disraeli, too, the spokesman of the party in the House of Commons, 
has declared, “ that at no distant period we hope, with the concur- 
“rence of the country, to establish a policy in conformity with 
“the principles which in opposition we have felt it our duty to 
‘‘ maintain.” It may be difficult to define those principles ; but 
they have never, since Mr Disraeli became a man of mark, been 
those of Free Trade. At any rate, he is to establish a policy 
different from the present policy. That does not please him ; 
and, while it is obviously uniting all classes, he rather ignorantly 
speaks of the policy to be established as likely to terminate the 
strife of classes. The possibility of its being established has 
already renewed that strife. The leader of the party also 
has avowed, in the plainest language, his adherence to his 
old opinions in favour of imposing duties on imported corn. 

But he waives them for the moment: he gives up the high re- 
solves, the clear convictions of the well-informed statesman, and 
_ will only act on them if they meet the support of the intelligent 
portion of the community. To gain that is to be the object of the 
Protectionists. All the resources of the Ministry, all the arts of 
unscrupulous subordinates, all the wealth of the Protectionists 
will be devoted to pervert truth, to conceal facts, and to de- 
bauch the public mind. We shall have Protection restored by 
men in office corruptirg the public sentiments. Against that 
the League have at once taken the field, with a firm resolution to 
deprive the Protectionists as speedily as may be of the means now 
unfortunately given into their hands of working this immense 
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den, who took the lead at the meeting, and made an ad- 
sauna, remarkable alike for its vigour, its sagacity, and 
its moderation, gives this advice, which should be everywhere 
followed: —‘* Let this question of the Corn Laws occupy the

Now, 
gentlemen, I am afraid they would cheat us. But what mo- 
rality isthis? Surely it is something new in England! Are 
we to be told that a body of men who have leaped into power 
simply and solely by their professions of Protectionist princi- 
ples, if you will only let them remain in office for twelve months, 
‘sand draw their salaries of from 5,000/ to 1,200/ a-year, will 
‘ abandon every one of their professions, scatter their principles 
“ tothe winds, and allow their dupes, the Protectionists, to go 
whistle for Protection? Now, that, I say, is something new 
in the morals of politics in this country. We have heard that 
“ such things may be done, but it is the first time I have ever 
‘‘ heard such a policy as that openly advocated and recommended 
“to a Government. I tell you candidly I do not believe that 
** Lord Derby and his colleagues are half so base as these ad- 
‘‘ visers take them to be. ‘To believe such a thing would assume 
‘“‘ that we have fallen to a lower status of political morality than

Should such doctrines influence the 
Cabinet, we shall have a Prime Minister remarkable for ignorance 
of what he ought to know, and subordinates remarkable for 
talents it is more discreditable than honourable to possess.

While the people of England are thus ignorant of Canada and Ca- 
nadian affairs, it is the Colonial OfficeJalone which has shown any in- 
formation as to our condition, which has appreciated our wants, and 
has done all in its power to aid in supplying them. Since responsible 
government was established scarcely an act of injustice by the Colo- 
nial Office to our provinces can be pointed out. They have rarely 
interfered in our local affairs, except when we wished their assistance, 
and then it was given generously and freely, as the British Govern- 
ment always gives. Some years ago a charge was made against the 
Colonial Office with reference to the course of Lord Metcalfe, when 
governor of the province. He undoubtedly interfered with our liber- 
ties, and he did receive promotion in rank ; but it is to be observed, 
that Lord Metcalfe and his policy were not repudiated by the people 
of this country as they ought to have been, and [that so long as he 
could carry on his government they were bound to sustain him, and 
grant him the usual rewards. It is our part to decide upon the policy 
of the government. Aid has been granted for our public works, our | 
loan-mongers are countenanced, almost all our bills have been assented 
to, even when they seriously involved imperial interests. They have 
agreed to pay the salary of our Governor, and now they offer a loan 
of a large amount to construct railways. Yet these wise men ofthe 
English press are continually deerying the Colonial Office fur evils 
which, in their imaginations, exist in Canada. Errors there may be 
in the administration of the affairs of the cther possessions by the 
Colonial Office, but during the last ten years there have been few in 
Canada. These errors are undoubtedly far more the result of the 
system than of the men who conduct it; and if that system were 
changed, as it has been in our colony, they will disappear as quick!y 
as they have done here. 
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MISCHIEF FROM DISTURBING AGRICULTURE, 


As we anticipated, the effect of the advent of a Protectionist

That all officers in command of her Majesty’s ships are, as here- 
tofore, to afford every possible aid to vessels in danger, distress, or in want 
of casual assistance ; and no claims for salvage are to be raised for such 
assistance, unless really important services, or services accompanied with 
hazard, have been rendered to such vessels. 2. When such services have 
been rendered, the commanding officer of the ship is to transmit a full re- 
port of the whole circumstances of the case, with a copy of the ship’s log, to 
‘the commander-in-chief, or senior naval officer of the station, whose written 
approval shall be requisite before any officer under his command can raise a 
claim for salvage ; and such approval is not to be given unless really import- 
ant service, or service accompanied with hazard, has been rendered. 3. In 
cases where relays of men are sent for the purpose of affording assistance, 
and where a large portion of the crew has been employed, the salvage which 
may be awarded is to be distributed according to the provisions of the prize 
proclamation in force at the time, unless specially apportioned by the terms 
of any decree or award, or otherwise to be divided among the parties actually 
employed, as my Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty may direct. 4, All 
officers are to use their best efforts to save and protect :property and stores, 
especially those belonging to the Crown, which may be on board any vessel 
placed in circumstances of danger or distress ; and, if necessary, to remove 
such stores to a place of safety. 5. Commanders-in-chief, or senior officers 
in command, are to report all cases of assistance rendered, or a}l claims 
raised, to the Secretary of the Admiralty.” The circular is addressed to :— 
‘All Commanders-in-Chief, Captains, Commanders, and Commanding 
Officers of her Majesty’s Ships and Vessels.”

| We have scarcely heard or read two opinions as to the injurious 
effect which is likely to ensue for trade from the existence of a 
Ministry which professes itself adverse to our present commercial 
policy. ‘*The improvement in the value of almost every de- 
scription of cloth,” says Messrs M'‘Nair, Greenhow, and 
Irving, in their circular of the 28th ult., ‘continued unceasingly 
active till the 21st, when, owing to the resignation of the Mi- 
'nistry, and the natural uncertainty consequent on such a move- 
-ment, operations became suddenly restricted. But,” they add, 
‘¢ since the formation of the new Administration no diminution of 
| prices has been anywhere perceptible.” This is, however, ex- 
| plained by their saying that ‘they never knew stocks to be so 
light, nor the producers and operatives to be so fall of orders 
and so fully‘ employed.” ‘* A change of Ministry,” says Messrs 
Trueman and Rouse, “is now added to the previously- existing 
causes of distrust as to the future course of business.” 


‘* One drawback,” says Messrs J. P. Mason and Co., in their 
overland circular of the 5th inst.,‘* however, has been called into 
existence by the recent change in the Miniztry, which may tend 
much to unsettle the course of business, that is, the possibility of 

a near dissolution of Parliament, from which would naturally 
result an uncertainty as to what fiscal measures affecting trade 
might or might not be adopted by the party upon whom the Go- 
vernment of the e country would devolve. One thing, nevertheless, 
appears certain, that the mercantile community “will look with 
great distrust upon any measures at all likely to fetter the operas 
tions and hinder the still further extension of the widely-diffused 
commerce of this country.” 


The question asked by mercantile men is, why their operations 
should be liable to be deranged and their fortunes marred by 
changes in the Ministry ? which, they justly say, ought not to in- 
| fluence legislation concerning the business of society. That is 
| conducted on great natural principles, and legislation concern- 
| ing it, to be beneficial,

unchangeable.

| The distress in Germany, which we noticed last weck, continues,

tions of English wheat continue. In their circular of the 3rd 
instant the Messrs Sturge say :—‘t The exports of wheat from 
this country to foreign ports, up to the end of 1851, amounted to 
only 37,168 qrs, and 74,100 ewts of flour; but we learn that there 
has been already shipped since the commencement of the year, 
chiefly from Norfolk and Lincolnshire, more wheat than the above 
quantity, and considerable further sales have recently been made 
for the same destination.” But the Board of Trade tables for the 
_ whole year and for the month make no mention of native wheat 
| exported ; all the corn exported appears under the head of foreign 
and colonial merchandise. The export of home-grown wheat is 
‘so unusual, that it has not yet found its appropriate place in the 
public accounts. Of the fact, however, there is no doubt, and it 
shows pretty clearly that henceforth the only difference of price 
that will exist between England and other countries will be all the 

| charges of transport. 
| The gentlemen just referred to also say :—‘‘ The recent quota- 
‘tions from different parts of Europe and America are compara- 
| tively so high, that all shipments to this country must incur con- 
siderable loss, unless a material advance takes place upon our 
| present quotations.” They have before, too, told us that the im- 
| porters of corn in 1851 have been generally losers. The proba- 
| bility, therefore, seems to be, that our merchants have estimated 
| too highly, and still estimate too highly, the probable ruling 
| prices in this country, and by their over eager purchases in the 
_ foreign market they raise the price unduly against themselves, and 
‘lose by their venture. The whole course of our trade in the last 
| year should guard them against continuing this error. In the tea 
| trade, where there is no important competition but amongst the 
_ English merchants themselves, this fault has been very remarka- 
ble. They bought more of the article in the early part of the 
| year, and gave more for it than it would fetch in the home mar- 
| ket, and the consequence is thus described by Messrs Littledale, 
the eminent Liverpool brokers :—*t Should the shipments by next 
| mail have continued on the same scale as before, this state of 
| things (a determination to press sales) will probably continue for 
| some months, until we are again under the anticipated influence 
| of the next yeer’s crop, and thus a whole year’s trade in one of 
| our most important articles is thrown away, and heavy losses en- 
' tailed by the indiscretion of the first month’s operations.” Much 
| of this is equally true of other articles as well as tea, and till 
| stocks at home have become lighter, parties cannot be too careful 
| in sending orders and making purchases abroad. 
| The sugar market has been steady, with a considerable and an 
‘| increasing business doing. In refined sugar there has been a fair 
business, and ‘refined sugars are in request.” We no longer 
| hear those complaints from our refiners of foreign refined sugar 
| being imported, in which they indulged so much about a year 
| ago. The Board of Trade tables inform us that the imports of 
foreign refined sugar in the first month of the present year are 
only 2,454 ewts against 17,597 ewts in the corresponding month 
of 1851, and against 12,429 cwts in the corresponding month of 
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1850. The refiners are doing very well just now, affording us || 
another example of an interest effectually served by Free 
Trade. , " | 
The coffee market has been steady, except for Mocha, which | 
has excited some competition at advanced rates. 
There has been an extensive business done in rice, both on specu- 
lation and for export, at an advance of 6 per ewt. 
The cotton market is active at improved rates, and 3,750 bales 
lave been sold. The crop continues to be estimated at | 
2,700,000 to 2,800,000 bales, and our usual tables stating the 
quantity hitherto imported, &c., will be found in another part 
of the Economist. The deliveries of, cotton to the trade for 
consumption has been in the eight weeks of the present year, 
according to M. Du Fay and Co., 310,800 bales, or very nearly 
39,000 bales per week, against 182,700 bales in thesame period last 
year. This is very gratifying, as those gentlemen pubiish a 
table of the value of the cotton manufactures from 1845 to 1851 | 
inclusive, from which it appears that there was in 1847 only | 
22,707,9002 to be distributed amongst the various interests en- 
gaged in the trade; while in 1851 there was 35,296,400/. 
There is as much difference, therefore, in the value of the cot- 
ton trade in different years as in the produce of the harvests. | 
Of the whole series of years the value was greatest in 1851, 
and next to that 1845, 34,880,600. We may anticipate, how- 
ever, if the new Ministry will allow the trade to flourish, a still 


greater value next year; for we are assured by several authori- || 


ties that the consumption is greater than at any former period, 
that everybody is fully employed, and that most of the large 
spinners ‘are engaged on contract for many weeks to come. | 
Never did any Ministry succeed to a more flourishing heritage, and | 
immense will be their responsibility should they injure it. 





MONTHLY INDIGO STATEMENT. 


Durine the first two months of this year there were imported into 
London 1,526 chests, agaiust 2,116 chests in the same period of 1851, 
aud 1,695 chests in 1850; the deliveries in the two mcnths amounted 
to 4,123 chests, viz, 1,919 chests for home consumption, and 2,174 
chests for export,—against a total of 2,901 chests in January and 
February 1851, and 4,350 chests in 1850. ‘Che total stock in London 
on the Ist of this month consisted of 27,735 chests; at the corres- 
ponding date of last year it was 26,420 chests; and in 1850, 26,381 
chests. Of our present stock (1st inst.) 12,463 chests are stated to 
be in first, and 15,272 chests in second hands, and the total (27,735 
chests) subdivides into 22,841 chests Lengal and similar descriptions, 
and 4,894 chests Madras, Kurpah, and Manill.; on the Ist of March 
last year the stock comprised 21,381 chests Bengal, &:., and 5,039 
chests Madras, &c. 

Of Spanish indigo the statistics for the two months exhibit 51 
serons imported, and 225 serons delivered,—against 673 serons im- 
ported, and 523 serons delivered, in the corresponding period of 
1851. Stock on the Ist inst.: 229 serons, against 1,149 serons on 
the lst of March, 1851. This is exclusive of a recent arrival of 
912 serons, about 800 of which are advertised for public sale on the 
15th of this month.

Notwithstanding that the attendance of bo'h town and country buyers was 
good, and that the weather was favourable for slaughtering, the beef trade, owing to 
the season of Lent, and the large receip’s of meat up to Newgate and Leadenhall mar- 
kets, ruled exce:sively heavy, and in some instances prices were the turn in favour of 
the butchers, without effecting a clearance, The highest figure for the best Scots was 
3s 6d per & Ibs. 

From Norfo'k, Suffolk, Essex, and Cambridgeshire, we received nearly 2,000 Scots, 
Shorthorns, and Herefords ; from other puts of England, 800 Herefoids, Runts, Devons, 
| Shorthorns, &c.; and from Scotland, 486 horned and polled Scots. We understand 
that many of the latter came to hand in avery bruised condition, arising from their 
| long detention on the railway. When it is cousidered that some of the cattle trains 
| from Scotland take nearly forty hours to perform the journey to the metropolis, it 
must be obvieus that the cattle, which are compeiled to remain in a standing position 
during the whole of the period above alluded to, ought to have rest somewhere half- 
way to London.
